MECHANICS BANK. Est. 1834. Issued 3 different $10 notes and two each of $1, $2, $5,

other type 4, $5 note was placed in back of this to fill in the missing portion. 

The latter shows waterfalls, sawmill, boat, and raft, and some cattle, perhaps a 
local scene on the Merrimack River.) 


STATE CAPITOL BANK, Est. 1853. Issued $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, $50 and $100 notes, 
the latter with portrait of Franklin Pierce. Second issues of $1, $2 and $5 notes 
had pink backgrounds, and some other differences. Changed to National State Capitol 
Bank in 1865. Merged with First National Bank to form Concord National Bank. 


. UNION BANK. Est. 1856 by prominent Whigs. Issued $1, $2, $3, $5, $20, $50, $100, 
and two different $10 notes. Closed in 1868 with $132.30 paid for $100 share. 

DERRY 

DERRY BANK. Est. 1828. Issued $1, $2, and $3 Perkins Plate Type 3 notes plus two 
other $3 notes and one each $1, $2, $5, $10, $20, $50 and $100 in addition. Daniel 
Webster was on the $5 note. Changed to Derry National Bank Aug. 31> 1864. 


DOVER 

CCCHECO BANK. Est. 1851. Issued two varieties of each value $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, 
$20, $50 and $100. Changed to Cocheco National Bank 1865-66. 

DOVER BANK (first). Est. 1823. Issued $1 Perkins Type 3, an attractive $2 note, 
and a $5 Perkins Plate note with rural scenes and town in background which is very 
interesting and attractive, a far cry from crude early issues. The large vignette 
was to discourage counterfeiting. A cardboard proof of this note exists. Liquidated 
in 1844. 


DOVER BANK (second). Opened 1845. Notes included $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, $50 
and $100. Last two were same design used by Mechanics Bank, Concord. Charter 
expired 1865. 

LANGDON RANK. Est. 1854. Notes included two $2 and also $1, $3, $5, $10, $20, $50 
$1C0 and $500. Daniel Webster was on the $100. Replaced by Langdon National Bank, 
1865-66. 


STRAFFORD BANK (first) Est. 1803. Sometimes listed as N. H. Strafford Bank. Notes 
included $1, $2, $3, and $100 although the latter is known only undated and unsigned. 
Liquidated 1846. 


STRAFFORD BANK (second) Opened 1846. Notes included $1, $2, $50, $1000, and two 
varieties each of $3, $5, $10, $20 and $500. Changed Sept. 29, 1865 to Strafford 
National Bank. (Cover shows $1 altered to $5 by pasting on new values.)
